City coureil—is underlined by its relation to hepa¬ 
titis. The Illinois Department of Public Health has 
just cited hepatitis and venereal disease as its two 
leading challenges of 1962. 

Infectious hepatitis, linked to sewage-contam¬ 
inated water, resembles mild grippe and lasts two 
or three weeks, with another month of rest needed. 
It is not generally considered fatal, but it can cause 
permanent liver damage and the 1697 cases in 
1960 included 60 deaths. The 1961 total rose to 
an estimated 2600. and Madison and St. Clair 
counties were among seven counties reporting 90 
or more cases. 

Gamma globulin offers some help, but the 
main hopes of halting the hepatitis upswing are 
based on early development of a vaccine, and elim¬ 
ination of conditions that spawn the ailment. 

Illinois venereal cases also are skyrocketing, 
with deaths reaching a rate of 85 a year. Much can 
be done to reverse this trend, but the major prob¬ 
lem is that most cases are not reported and not 
treated.
